Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  29th  Annual  Report. 
In  spite  of  the  indifferent  weather  the  health  of  the  town  was  on  the 
whole  good. 

The  birth  rate,  15.64,  compares  favourably  with  that  of  last  year. 


The  death  rate  remains  stationary,  but  the  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  shows  a  decrease  of  30%.  It  is  noteworthy  that  since  1945  there 
has  been  an  almost  progressive  decrease  : —

The  numbers  of  Infectious  Disease  are  not  out  of  the  ordinary. 
A  prominent  feature  being  the  complete  absence  of  Diphtheria.  This 
is  wholly  due  to  the  immunisation  of  the  young  child.  The  importance 
of  t his  cannot  be  stressed  too  much.  The  mothers  who  bring  their 
babies  to  the  immunisation  clinic  are  the  real  Mothers  who  have  an 
eye  on  the  child’s  future  welfare.  But  there  are  still  a  good  many 
who  are  indifferent  and  would  endanger  not  onl\  their  own  child  but 
also  those  of  their  fellows  citizens.  If  they  could  but  realise  how 
destructive  of  precious  young  lives  Diphtheria  can  be,  they  would  not 
hesitate  any  longer. 

“  It  costs  monev  to  insure  your  Grandmother  or  your  house 
but  you  can  insure  your  baby  against  Diphtheria  absolutely  for  nothing.” 

During  the  year  not  a  single  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified. 

It  is  high  time  that  Urban  Districts  had  an  extension  of  their 
power  or  authority  to  do  or  undertake  certain  actions,  b'.g.,  it  is 
ludicrous  that  an  Urban  District  Council  like  Long  Eaton  is  unable 
to  pay  for  the  services  of  a  nurse  to  help  doctors  in  attendance  at 
the  clinic  ;  important  little  duties  such  as  the  sterilisation  of  the 
instruments  ;  keeping  the  record  cards  and  helping  a  mother  and  baby 
when  necessary.  Also  it  is  even  more  absurd  that  a  County  Council 
who  is  the  true  authority  responsible  for  such  health  measures,  is 
itself  powerless  to  delegate  or  sanction  this  function.  And  be  it 
remembered,  that  the  Ministry  is  emphasising  the  importance  of  never 
letting  up  in  Diphtheria  immunisation.  There  is  a  strong  case  for 
decentralisation.  This  is  but  one  example. 

What  is  the  most  crucial  problem  of  the  moment  ? 


HOUSING  ! 


\\  ithout  a  doubt  this  is  the  critical  element  in  the  sum-total  of 
all  those  things  that  go  to  making  a  healthy  and  happy  community. 
We  hear  often  nowadays  of  a  “  Gap.”  Well,  here  is  one  gap  which 
is  in  fact  a  yawning  gulf.  The  following  table  will  show  how  the 
number  of  applicants  for  houses  is  gradually  but  surely  increasing 
and  outstripping  the  number  of  new  houses  available  or  likely  to  be.

Extensions  have  been  made  to  water  distribution  system  to 
Wilsthorpe  Road  site  to  cater  for  Council  houses  being  erected  ; 
main  has  been  extended  at  Trent  Lock  to  provide  supply  to  Cran- 
fleet  Farm,  Trent  Junction  Cottages  and  a  number  of  week-end 
bungalows. 

Water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity,  except  that  it  is  desired  to  soften  the  water  supplied  from 
Stanton-by-Bridge  W aterworks. 

Water  is  tested  at  Stanton-by-Bridge  several  times  a  day  (chlor¬ 
ination  test)  ;  monthly  bacteriological  tests  by  Derbyshire  County 
Analyst  of  water  from  Stanton-by-Bridge  Waterworks  and  two  Castle 
Donington  Reservoirs  ;  two-monthly  bacteriological  tests  of  water 
from  Risley  Reservoir  (Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  Supply)  and 
from  service  in  centre  of  Long  Eaton.  Chemical  tests  of  Stanton- 
by-Bridge  water  each  six  months. 

Stanton-by-Bridge  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent  ;  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board’s  water  is  dealt  with  at  source. 

Water  is  chlorinated  at  sources  ;  it  is  proposed  to  instal  new 
chlorination  plant  at  Stanton-by-Bridge,  as  untreated  water  at  times  is 
of  doubtful  quality. 

Practically  all  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  houses  ;  very  few  standpipe  supplies.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  1950 


1°  I  he  Chairman  and  Members  of  Tiie  Long  Eaton  Urban 

District  Council 

Mr.  Cfiairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventh  Annual  Report  as 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Housing.  The  Housing  situation  is  still  the  major  problem 
facing  this  Authority.  To  try  to  satisfy  1,600  applicants  of  whom 
925  are  sub-tenants  with  an  allocation  of  100  houses  for  the  year  is 
the  unenviable  task  with  which  we  are  faced. 

It  is  imperative  that  our  allocation  be  substantially  increased  if 
any  attempt  is  to  be  made  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  people  in  this 
district. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Steady  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water  washing  facilities  and  the  general 
work  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  two 
fishmongers  with  open-fronted  fish  shops  have  installed  refrigerated 
window  display  cabinets. 

Municipal  Bin  Scheme.  During  the  year  447  bins  were 
supplied  under  the  scheme.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  large  stocks 
were  purchased  in  view  of  the  anticipated  rise  in  price,  and  when 
the  restriction  on  the  use  of  spelter  for  galvanising  was  mooted, 
further  supplies  were  obtained.  We  are  in  the  fortunate  position  of 
having  approximately  two  years’  stock  of  galvanised  bins. 

Public  Conveniences.  The  conveniences  were  overhauled  and 
one  W.C.  in  each  convenience  was  made  “  free.”  The  toilet  roll 
holders,  locks,  bolts,  etc.,  were  made  good — unfortunately  these 
fittings  have  had  to  be  frequently  renewed  owing  to  wilful  damage. 
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Abattoir.  In  October  the  Ministry  of  Food  slaughterhouse  was 
reopened  and  it  soon  became  apparent  that  an  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  would  be  required  if  ali  animals  were  to  lie  inspected  at 
the  time  of  slaughter.  This  Officer  has  now  been  appointed.  Meat 
is  sent  to  various  parts  of  the  country  in  addition  to  catering  for  the 
Long  Eaton  and  surrounding  area. 

Salvage.  The  amount  received  from  salvage  shows  a  slight 
increase  on  the  year  1949-50. 

Refuse  Collection.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  according  to  the 
Treasurer’s  Report  on  the  rate  charges  of  various  services  in  209 
Non-County  Boroughs  and  181  Urban  Districts  our  costs  for  col¬ 
lection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  are  very  favourable

4d., 
hire  of  tractor  £  1 S7  16s.  7d.,  and  the  value  of  the  materials  salvaged 
was  £  1,893  5s.  5d. 

The  Cleansing  Department  also  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost 
from  the  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the  Council. 

The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  made  was  9,132. 

During  the  year  96  sanitary  dustbins  were  supplied  to  replace 
bins  which  became  unfit  for  use.  £98  17s.  6d.  was  received  from  the 
sale  of  the  bins. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.,  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that  district 
at  an  annual  charge  of  £9  7s.
